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Criminal Justice Department Receives 
Grant to Study Domestic Violence

The UMass Lowell 
Criminal Justice Department 
recently received a $200,000, 
two-year grant to research domes¬ 
tic violence. Professor Eve 
Buzawa, chairperson of the 
department, is directing the study. 

“We are interviewing 
victims and batterers to see what 
affect the criminal justice system 
has had on them,” said Buzawa. 


The grant was awarded 
by the National Institute of 
Justice, which operates under the 
US Department of Justice. 

The Criminal Justice 
Department aims to complete an 
evaluation of a court intervention 
program now operating in 
Quincy, Massachusetts District 
Court. The Quincy Court 
Domestic Violence Program is a 
national model for batterer treat¬ 
ment. 

The department propos¬ 
es to complete an evaluation of 



this program, focusing on mea¬ 
surement of repeated abuse by 
convicted perpetrators and the 
perceptions of both victims and 
batterers. 

According to Buzawa, 
data will be collected form pro¬ 
gram records and statewide 
criminal history databases as 
well as from the victims and 
offenders themselves. 

Buzawa points out that 
there is little research on the 
impact of the prosecution of 
domestic violence, which is 
probably due to the fact that for¬ 


mal action rarely occurs after an 
arrest. 

UMass Lowell students 
may also have a chance to affect 
the study. “We will also involve 
students in the research and will 
do some interviewing with 
them,” said Buzawa. 

The Criminal Justice 
department received the grant 
late last spring and began work¬ 
ing on it over the summer. Their 
research on domestic violence 
will continue through the next 
two years. 


Kelli’s Heartbreaking Message: 'Normal’ 

People Get AIDS

Kelli Lawless Hughes 
tells it this way: 50 cents could 
have saved her from the AIDS 
virus. 

The price of a con¬ 
dom. 

That’s far cheaper 
than the six AZT pills she 
swallows daily at about $2 
each. It’s worth the cost of not 
having to tell her mom that 
one night of sex as a college 
freshman eventually will kill 
her. Such a small price for 
someone who doesn’t expect 
to see her 30th birthday. 

One reckless night in 
South Hall at St. Ambrose 
University, a small Catholic 
college in Davenport, Iowa, 
brought her to this destiny. 
Just one short-lived encounter 
in 1988, when she was on the 
rebound after a five-year rela¬ 
tionship ended with a high- 
school sweetheart. 

It was her second sex 
partner ever: a man with 
hemophilia who contracted 
HIV from a blood transfusion. 

“I was 18 years old, 
and I made a really big mis¬ 
take. I’m paying for it big- 
time,” says Kelli, 26, of 
DeWitt, Iowa. 

Everything has 
changed. 

She looks at TV 
images of emaciated AIDS 


victims with purplish lesions 
and knows that one day it 
could be her. Childbirth is no 
longer an option. She planned 
her June 10 wedding knowing 
that the bittersweet day would 
be “ her last big life event.” 

Now, a good day is 
waking up without foreign 
lumps or bumps, enlarged 
lymph nodes or facial fungus 
on her nose. A good day is not 
feeling exhausted, not hearing 
Sen. Jesse Helms rail about 
slashing AIDS spending and 
not seeing a romanticized ver¬ 
sion of her illness on a soap 
opera. 

She has gone public 
with her story for a reason: she 
wants to put a female hetero¬ 
sexual’s face on AIDS. No, 
she is not a prostitute, an intra¬ 
venous drug user or a promis¬ 
cuous woman. Heterosexual 
sex is to blame. 

“There’s a misconcep¬ 
tion that this is a disease of 
gay men,” she says. “It’s 
about time that people realize 
that heterosexual people can 
get this disease as well.” 

“I also want people to 
know that I wasn’t promiscu¬ 
ous. This was a one-time 
thing - a one-night stand of 
sorts - and I got it.” 

For seven years, she 
unknowingly carried the virus. 
Meanwhile, the man who 
infected her knew his diagno¬ 
sis and didn’t inform her. He 
now has AIDS. 


“If anyone really 
wanted to hurt me, they’d call 
me a slut, a whore. I’m not,” 
Kelli says. “It only takes one 
time.” 

“But for seven years, I 
walked around. There were a 
lot of ways other than sex that 
I very easily could have 
exposed someone. I could 
have done drugs, shared nee¬ 
dles.” Thank God, she says, 
that her husband, Jim, wasn’t 
infected. He dated her 4 1/2 
years before her diagnosis, in 
August 1994. He proposed 
three weeks after she learned 
she was HIV-positive. 

“On Aug. 12, 1994, at 
12:45 PM, my life was going 
at 3,000 miles per hour,” Kelli 
says. 

“At 12:46 PM, I 
slammed into a brick wall. 
My life has never been the 
same since.” 

Everything has 
changed. 

It’s hard not to say, 
“But you look so normal!” 
upon first meeting Kelli. 

She is a well-coifed, 
conservatively dressed, 
career-minded workaholic 
with curly brown hair, wire¬ 
framed glasses and a fun sense 
of humor. She works for a 
pharmaceutical firm, a job that 
sends her traveling across the 
country and gives her an 
inside look at the health-care 
industry that is her lifeline. 


Nothing in her out¬ 
ward appearance suggests that 
she is HIV-positive. 

But then, this is her 
point: AIDS doesn’t discrimi¬ 
nate. 

That’s the message 
this 1991 St. Ambrose 
University graduate brings 
when she speaks to college 
students at her alma mater. 
AIDS can strike on Catholic 
college campuses, too. 

She has received a lot 
of mail from students, and her 
story has made even the 
toughest of football players 
cry. 

“I tell them that 50 
cents could have prevented 
this - a 50-cent condom could 
have prevented me from being 
here today,” she says. 

She and her husband, 
Jim, speak to students togeth¬ 
er. 

Jim, who is angry that 
the man who infected Kelli 
didn’t tell her, asks students to 
be careful. 

“Be responsible as far 
as informing whoever you’re 
involved with,” he tells them. 
“There isn’t a lot of news 
about heterosexual transmis¬ 
sion, so people think it can’t 
happen. That was one of the 
biggest shocks.” 

Kelli warns students 
that, at age 26, she is faced 
with death far sooner than she 
ever dreamed. 


Before her diagnosis, 
she had an assortment of 
unusual health problems, 
including two bouts with shin¬ 
gles. The second time landed 
her in the hospital, and she 
endured a battery of tests and 
prying questions: “Have you 
ever been an IV drug user or a 
prostitute? Have you ever 
been transfused?” the doctors 
asked. 

“In the hospital, they 
kept asking about transfu¬ 
sions,” Kelli says. “Then 
when everyone left the room, I 
started to think. I remembered 
hearing that this guy was a 
hemophiliac and had been 
transfused. That’s when all 
the pieces started coming 
together.”

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Hormone Levels May Dictate 
Alcohol and Drug Use 

Lexington, Ky.- Think it’s just a 
coincidence that the hairiest guys 
at the bars are always the most 
sober? Maybe not. Researchers 
at the University of Kentucky 
already knew that hormones trig¬ 
ger bodily changes in students, 
but recent research indicates that 
they may also influence whether 
they drink alcohol and smoke cig¬ 
arettes or marijuana. 

UK psychiatrists found 
that high-school girls who drink 
and smoke have higher levels of 
the male hormone testosterone, 
which increases impulsiveness 
and risk-taking behavior; and the 
female hormone estradiol, than 
girls who don’t. Increased levels 
of estradiol have been linked with 
breast cancer later in life as well 
as feelings of depression and sad¬ 
ness in adolescents. 

Male high-school stu¬ 
dents who drink alcohol and 
smoke marijuana are likely to 
have high levels of testosterone 
as well. Students with lots of a 
hair-growth hormone, though, are 
less likely than their peers to 
smoke marijuana. This hormone 
drains their energy and, 
researchers speculate, makes 
them less interested in the experi¬ 
mentation. 

It’s unknown whether 
increased hormones lead to sub¬ 
stance abuse or if it s the other 
way around. 


Murder Puts Illinois Students 
in Cautious Mood 

Urbana, Ill.- Students at the 
University of Illinois are taking 
precautions around campus after 
a computer programmer was 
abducted, raped and strangled on 
Oct. 31. Maria Gratton’s body 
was found in the basement of a 
campus building just hours after 
she left work. Police say she was 
abducted while walking less than 
two blocks to her parked car. 

“There are a lot of ner¬ 
vous students out here,” said 
Carol Menaker, a spokesperson 
for the university. “Everyone is 
being cautious, though. Until 
they find the person who did this 
- and even after that - we’re ask¬ 
ing students to be very careful.” 

Menaker says the school 
has increased patrols of campus 
buildings and walkways by using 
student volunteers and campus 
police. Escorts and rides are also 
being offered for students as they 
head home from evening classes 
or other campus functions. 

“You try not to walk 
alone, no matter what,” said 
Laura Runyon, a graduate student 
who lives in an apartment build¬ 
ing three blocks from campus. 
“There are more people getting 
rides and taking the bus, even if 
it’s just two blocks. We can’t help 
it. We’re scared.”

Do you have a question about searching for a position, reaching your career 
goals, or handling a work issue? Ask Pat. Questions and Answers will appear 
in this column on a semi-regular basis. 

Question: I have never written a resume. How do I start? 

Answer: The process becomes fairly simple if you start with a goal. 

That is, a resume won't get you anywhere if you don't have a good idea of the 
type of work for which you have interest and/or education, skills, experience. If 
you re finding it impossible to set a goal for your resume (e.g. I want this 
resume to introduce me to the financial community and to result in interviews 
with both large and small lending institutions) then you probably need to set up 
an appointment with a professional in the Career Services office. 

If you do have a fairly clear goal, then your next step is to consider 
what a prospective employer would want or need to know about you. Typically, 
this would include your relevant education, skills and experience. If you are 
stuck at this point, you probably need to do some research about the industry 
and functional area you wish to enter. Reading appropriate books, periodicals, 
the "net" or talking with people who are in the field are excellent ways to collect 
this information. 

Writing down all that you have'to offer an employer is probably your 
next step. I suspect that while you’ve been clarifying your goal and learning 
about the requirements of your chosen path, you've already been making notes 
about yourself. From this list of your abilities, etc. you must choose which 
items will best "sell” you into the world of work. 

Formatting your resume information into an attractive and professional 
document is now your task. We have many examples of resumes for you to 
review. This is actually the easiest part of the process. 

After you have a reasonably good quality draft, you should ask at least 
three or four people to review it BEFORE you send it to any potential 
employers. To carry out this step, you’ll probably want to approach: a career 
professional; a faculty member who knows you and teaches in a relevant area; a 
personal friend with knowledge of you and your goals; and a professional who is 
already working in the field. Listen to their input, use the suggestions that 
make sense to you and revise your resume accordingly.

Not My Money: Students Object to How Their Activity Fees Are Doled Out

Although they’re 
not always itemized, 
fees tacked onto the 
end of college tuition 
bills are definitely 
there, adding anywhere 
form $50 to $200 to 
students’ tuition bills. 

Most of the time, 
student activity fees are 
glossed over by stu¬ 
dents and their parents, 
who tend to concen¬ 
trate only on the “total 
due” when writing out 
their tuition checks. 

But a growing 
number of students is 
taking note of how 
their student activity 
money is being spent 
and is refusing to con¬ 


tribute any money 
toward organizations or 
causes that they 
oppose. Instead, they 
are subtracting the 
appropriate fees or 
demanding their money 
back. 

“Students should 
have a choice in deter¬ 
mining where their 
money goes,” said Ron 
Witteles, editor of the 
“Northwestern 
Chronicle,” a conserva¬ 
tive campus newspaper 
that sponsored a “Take 
Back Your Money” day 
earlier this spring at 
Northwestern 
University. “The last 
thing we want is the 
administration or a stu¬ 
dent government 


bureaucracy deciding 
where to spend our 
money.” 

During “Take 
Back Your Money” 
day, Witteles and his 
staff gave $5 back to 
the first 100 students 
who showed up at a 
campus landmark. The 
$500 had been allotted 
by the student govern¬ 
ment to NU’s 
Conservative Council. 
But the group chose to 
hand the money back 
to students rather than 
spend it on speakers or 
other activities. 

“No one should 
be forced to pay for 
something if they’re 
not going to get any 
benefits,” said Witteles, 


adding that NU stu¬ 
dents pay approximate¬ 
ly $50 each semester in 
student activity fees. “It 
doesn’t make any 
sense. Why should you 
pay for something 
you’re never going to 
use?” 

Collectively, stu¬ 
dent activity fees add 
up to much more than 
pocket change on many 
campuses. At the 
University of Florida, 
nearly $6 out of every 
credit hour worth of 
tuition-$6 million in 
all-goes toward student 
activity fees, which are 
delegated to various 
groups by the student 
government. 

But even though 


the student fees budget 
is in the millions, a 
recent survey by the 
“Independent Florida 
Alligator,” the universi¬ 
ty’s student newspaper, 
revealed that 90 per¬ 
cent of the UF student 
body did not know how 
much they paid in stu¬ 
dent activity fees each 
year. Forty-four percent 
of students couldn’t 
name one item that 
their money went 
toward. 

“I was pretty sur¬ 
prised when I found 
out how much money 
the student government 
had control of,” said 
Tony Mirando, A UF 
senior. “When I think 
about that much 


The Debate over Capital Funds 


Federal Involvement in 
Education? Why Not? 


I hope you are reading 
this article while enjoying a suc¬ 
cessful semester. The issue I 
would like to discuss with you is 
the higher education capital out¬ 
lay bill at the Statehouse. A 
$175 million bill passed the 
House earlier this year to provide 
much-needed funds for the state 
campuses to repair various facili¬ 
ties, build new ones, and provide 
funds for unique projects on 
individual campuses. The 
Senate last week passed a $275 
million capital bill. Since the 
Senate version is obviously 
much more expensive to the 
state than the House one, the two 
branches have to get together in 
Conference Committee to work 
out a compromise bill. The situ¬ 
ation for us is that while both 
bills provide us with $28 million 


for repairs and deferred mainte¬ 
nance of campus facilities and 
about $800,000 to upgrade 
women’s’ sports facilities to keep 
the campus in line with NCAA 
regulations, we were also able to 
successfully lobby the Senate to 
insert an additional $5 million 
into their bill to partially fund a 
new student center. Because this 
was part of the Senate bill and 
not a part of the House bill, it 
will be difficult to keep this 
appropriation in the compromise 
bill. Therefore, I will continue 
to lobby our State 
Representatives and Senators to 
apply pressure to the Conference 
Committee members to keep the 
$5 million in the bill. This $5 
million will obviously benefit 
students here because, if 
received, it will be much less 


likely that we will need a fee 
increase to fund our new student 
center.

Constitution not allow for 
federal involvement in educa¬ 
tion (see 10th Amendment), 
Section 422 of Public Law 91- 
230 forbids the federal gov¬ 
ernment from interfering in 
the "direction, supervision, or 
control of any educational 
institution, school, or school 
system." 

Since the federal 
bureaucrats involved them¬ 
selves in education, we have 
witnessed the SAT scores 
drop in excess of 80 points 
during the past thirty years 
while spending has greatly 
increased. In 1960, we spent ( 
in constant 1990 dollars) an 
average of $2,035 per student. 
In 1990, we spent an average 
of $5,247 per student. Federal 
spending for education has 
increased from $800 million in 
1962 to over $70 billion this 
fiscal year. The US 
Department of Education 
alone costs us over $32 billion 
per year. Even though more 
money is being appropriated 
for education, SAT and test 
scores continue to decline. 

Federal regulations 
and guidelines regarding edu¬ 
cation policy in the United 
States have demolished the 
rights of parents, teachers. 


and local communities to 
govern the education of their 
children. According to our 
republican form of govern¬ 
ment, the federal government 
should have no control over 
matters pertaining to educa¬ 
tion policy and curriculum. 
This means that we must 
eliminate the US Department 
of Education (an annual sav¬ 
ings of $32 billion) as well as 
federal mandates involving 
education. 

Policies pertaining to 
education are best made by 
parents, educators, local com¬ 
munities and states. Two 
prominent former secretaries 
of the US Department of 
Education understand this. 
That is w ly both Bill Bennett 
and Lamar Alexander have 
led the effort to abolish this 
bureaucratic agency and to 
eliminate federal education 
regulations. The only way to 
insure parental and commu¬ 
nity control over public edu¬ 
cation is to eliminate federal 
involvement and regulations 
thus, returning to a constitu¬ 
tional system of government.

The Cars were in a class 
of their own in the 1980’s. I’m 
not saying they were beyond 
comparison by any means. They 
were good; but they were odd- 
good. Most everyone liked a 
song or two, yet would hesitate 
to mention them as a favorite. 
Well, now we have The Rentals. 
“If you’re down with P, then 
you’re down with me.” Get it? 

Now, Matt Sharp of 
Weezer hesitates to say that this 
is his “side project,” since it 
required so much of his time 
between shopping for a new 
sweater. The songs are written 


honestly, most taken from his 
past relationships with women, 
and he doesn’t deny the late-70’s 
sound, crediting ELO for inspira¬ 
tion. Any idea about what to 
expect? It’s a fun album, and the 
Moog synthesizers add a Devo- 
esque taste throughout. 

The songs are catchy 
and really strange.
